Great Feats of Strength. 


Probably the strongest man now living is 
Louis Cyr, a Canadian by birth. He recent- 
ly gave an exhibition of his strength in New 
York. He first put up a dumbbell weighing 
102 pounds. He lifted the bell with one 
hand and held it out straight from the shoul- 
der in a horizontal position, He then lifted 
a 232 pound dumbbell with one haud to the 
shoulder, and then slowly pushed it up and 
held it in that position, He then lifted the 
232 pound and 102 pound dumbbells with a 
man who weighed 150 pounds with one fin- 
ger, The nggregate weight lifted was 480 
pounds, which beat Cyr’s own record by 
40 pounds, Cyr balanced Mme. Minnie 
Cyr, who weighs 118 pounds, while she hung 
on a ladder, on his chin, 

Cyr’s best exhibition was liftiog a plat- 
form bound with iron, on which were eigh- 
teen men aud a 232 dumbbell, with his back 
and hands. Cyr was eager to lift 4,000 
pounds, but the platform waa not large 
evough. The actual weight Cyr lifted was 
37 pounds. He has, it is said, lifted 
39 pounds of pig iron in the same man- 
ner. He theo shouldered a barrel of lime 
which weighed 251 pounds with one hand 
from the floor, 

He finished his feata by lifting a man 
weighing 200 pounds with one band, and 
held him dangling in the air above his head.

He has in bia pos 
session, a4 a part of the State Dopartment 
brief or "precis” of the case, a minute by 
Mr, Blaine to the effect that Lord Salisbury 
has caused it to be confidentially made 
known to him that in the existing posi 
of the case Hor Majosty’s Government could 
not permit a single British sealing vessel to 
bo scarched or seized in Beliving Sea beyond 
the admitted territorial jurindiction of the 
United States without an immediate and 
forcible resistance to auch a proceeding. 

If the President witholds this positive in- 
timation from the knowledge of Congress, 
he will fod himself in an upenviable position 
should it become known next summer that 
he had procured protective seal legislation 
on a deceptive or misleading statement of 
tho present situation, Should he now ¢ 
municate his knowledge to Congross, it is 
not to be expected that Congress would con 
tent itself with voting measures caloulated 
simply to provoke a conflict of arms without 
at the same time urranging for a fall and 
vigorous prosecution of the war so invited, 
But to enter upon a course of war legisla- 
tion without »ppropriate action by Congress

The Indian Troables, 


At Pine Ridge, on Sanday last, there was 
helieved to have been a plot-by the Todians 
to massacre all the whites. In the after. 
noon, toward 8 o'clock, it was noticed the 
aquaw mon and halfbreeds were excited, and 
hurried from one point to another with guna 
in their hands. Instantly everyone was on 
the alort and ranniug down the ravines. It 
was founrl that half a dozen squaws bad been 
Riven the tip to skip, that a party of war 
bucks had visited the camp of fi dlies, so 
called, who are camped within a mile of the 
Agenoy, and urgad them to help massacre all 
the agency. ‘The Indians have always been 
permitted to come in, and during the day 
soil evening to wander around the agency at 
will, carrying guns The plan wak to gather 
in the town late in the evening and at a giv 
on signul for each Indian to pick out his man 
and kill him, The success of such a plan 
was sclf-o nt. There are less than 500 
soldiers here and they are on the far out. 
skirts of the village at their earthworks 
Such a force with their cannon coutd keep a 
large number of Indians at a distance in the 
daytiroe, but at night the picket line is 
necessarily weakened and drawa out into 
too long a line to hold back any rush, while 
the cannon are useless, The hostiles were 
to be close at hand, and as soon as the fir- 
ing began they were to rush in, The citi- 
zon8 anil reporters, a8 well aa the soldiers, 
soon learned the news. Many a man 
thought of this or that Indian with whom 
he had quarrelled, and kept sharp watch to 
seo that no one wus behind him. Finally 
the halfbreeds informed certain Indians that 
the acheme was known, and told the bucks 
to light our or the soldiers would make it 
warm for them, In an hour there was not 
an Indian in camp except the uniformed 
scouts and police, Muny a dark look was 
passed and ugly words spoken between the 
whites and bana during that hour of stam- 
pede, 

A battle is expected every day with the 
Tnilians, and it will be one of the hardest in 
the annals of Indian warfare. The troops 
have the Indians surrounded on the east and 
west and north, and an attack will drive 
them into the agency where the main battle 
will be fought, The enemy number over 4, 
000 men, women and children, with half 
that number to attack na in the rear, 

Allalong the line of the Elkhorn and 
Missouri Valley Railway the people believe 
they would be in great peril should the bat- 
tle that seems imminent at Pine Ridge re- 
sult adversely to the troops,

Wyven the possibility of 
a rapture between England and America 
cannot be mentioned without feelings of 
deep regret. America may count upon re- 
ceiving the full measure of courtesy, patience 
and firmness which England has ulready dis 
played, But Mr, Blaine will do well to bear 
in mind that firmness will be commensurate 
should the moment arrive for its exercise 
with the patience and courtesy with which 
he has so far been treated. He seems ox- 
travagantly anxious to put himself wrong, 
Mr. Lincoln cannot too soon on his return 
devote himself to ascertaining the resolutions 
of the forvign offices and communicating 
them to his Government, There is not a 
person in England but would hear it pro- 

josed with profound regret that shots should 

fe exchanged between British and American 
vessels, except in courtesy. But it would 
excite regret to hear that the British flag 
bad heen insulted and the national honor 
not vindicated by prompt reprisals, But 
we can never believe that the American peo- 
ple will suffer its public servants to force a 
conflict by wanton outrage upon our flag. 
We will gladly bow to the tribunal of inter- 
national law, but not to the nod of Mr, 
Blaine. We trust he will not persist in 
menace, which is certain to be resented and 
resisted,

The Preservation of Our Game, 


In the multitude of counsellers there is wis- 
dom and we do hope that everybody interest- 
ed in the preservation of our gamo will send 
his views to the Ontario fish and game com- 
mission, which has held three sittings in 
Toronto and of which Mr. A. D. Stewart of 
Hamilton is secretary. A score of gentle- 
men have given in their testimony, among 
them being several interested in the big 

reserves that are springing up all over the 

nd and others whose main interest in game 
is an occasional shoot over public domain, 
Some thought that hunting deer with dogs 
should be entirely abolished and others that 
the exploration of all gume, including ducks, 
should be strictly prohibited. Others again 
favored a license being attached to every 
gun and nearly everybody was in favor of 
the government appointing game wardens. 
‘There was also a general feeling that 
foreigners should be compelled to pay a per- 
mit fee. Naturelly o question arose as to 
how far settlers were to be allowed 
to go in the killing of deer, and 
the prevailing opinion aE ROSES to be 
that they should be compelled to obey the 
law as closely as other folks, A great deal 
of evidence was given as to butchery of deer 
out of season, one witness averring that he 
had been told by ‘‘an alleged sportsman ” 
that in one year he had killed 45 deer out of 
season, some being does heavy with fawn, 
Asa sample of the adyice given, we quote the 
following from Mr. Arthur L, I’, Brymer, of 
Port Sydney, Muskoka, who suggested : 

1, That hunting with hounds, or dogs of 
any kind, in the a of deer be pro- 
hibited, and that the season commence on 
the lst day of November and terminate on 
tho 15th day of December. 2. That porsons 
other than residents of Canada (whether 
thoy own property or not in Canada) be pro- 
hiblted from hunting. 3. That the sale of 
deer and partridge be prohibited for the 
term of five years. 4, That tho partridge 
season commence on the 15th day of Septem- 
ber and terminate on the 15th day oH Do- 
cember. 6 That an inspector be appointed for 
each township, said inspector to be paid 
the amount of fine imposed. 6, That the 
smallest fine imposed for any infraction of 
tho game laws be a sum not less than $10, 

Also from Mr. John Gray, of Coldwater, 
who said: 

(1) Prohibit the use of dogs altogether in 
hunting them as thatis the groatest cause of 
thoir destruction, besides which the flesh of 
door thus killed is unfit for food, 

(2) Limit thenumber killed by any man 
to fivo, 

(8) Lot overy man_ take outa license to 
kill deer and at the end of the season let him 
make out affidavit as to the number ho kill- 
ed during the season, Let the license feo be 
say, 81, to go towards salary of an inspector 
alo lot Gack man pay for each door killed 
the sum of $1, to be paid to the township in 
which the door was killed.

The Pig Pen, 


Hog cholera, like most if not all other 
contugious and infectious diseases, is caused 
by a microbe known as bacillus; ond the 
same is true of the allied disenso known as 
awine plague, which ia caused by a bacillus 
closely resembling that which produces hog 
cholera. It was not until about 1885, that 
Prof. Salmon, chief of the U.S, bureau of 
animal industry, discovered that he named 
the hog cholera bacillus. His discovery has 
since been repeatedly confirmed by others. 
Alittle later he found the swine plague 
bacillus, This differs in size and growth, 
when cultivated artifically, from the 
cholera bacillus, Dr. L. Russell, of the 
Maine experiment station, has found 
this further difference between the two 
—that the cholera bacillus will live in a 
temperature thatdestroystheplague bacillus, 
and thatthe continued temperature of 137 
degrees for ten minutes will kill both, Both 
are transmissable by inoculation, and the 
length of time required for the disease thus 
transmitted to ‘il the hog depends upon 
the amount of virus introduced. ‘The bacil- 
lus multiplies in the large intestines 
peacieallyy but is also found in the 

lood and other parts of the body before 
death. The mort prominent symptoms, 
of disease, says Dr, Kussell, “are 
considerable eleva- 
tion of temperature, constipation followed

Oooking Utensils, 


The earliest cookery was probably accom- 

lished without the aid of any utensils, the 
ood Pein gece by burying it in hot ash- 
es, or cooked by the aidof heated stones ; 
but modern cookery necessitates the use of 
a great variety of utensils to facilitate the 
preparation of food. Most of these are 
manufactnred of some kind of metal. All 
metals are dissolvable in certain substances, 
and some of those employed for making 
cooking utensils are capable of forming most 
poisonous compounds when used for cooking 
certain foods. 

Tron utensilsare usually unobjectionable 
from a health standpoint, if kept clean and 
free from rust. Porcelain and granite ware 
are safo and suitable for all foods, Tin-ware 
which is in reality thin sheet iron coated 
with tin, is readily acted upon by acids, and 
when used for holding or cooking any acid 
foods, harmful substances are liable to be 
formed, varying in quantity andharmfulness 
ra the nature of the acid contained in the 
food. 

In these days of fraud and adulteration, 
nearly allthe grades of tin-ware contain a 
greater or less amount of lead in their com- 

joaition, which, owing to its abundance and 

es penal rans is used as an adulterant. 
Lead is also used in the solder with which 
the parts of tin-ware are united. The action 
of acids upon lead, forms very poisonous 
compounds, and all such utensils should be 
discarded for cooking purposes, 

Lead-adulterated tin may be tested in 
this manner: Place upon the metal a small 
drop of nitric acid, spreading it with a 
wooden toothpick to the size of a dime ; dry 
with gentle heat, apply drop of water, 
then add a small crystal of iodide of potash. 
Tf lead 1s present, a yellowish color will very 
soon be seen. Le: lazing, which is fre- 
quently used on crockery and ironware, 
a be detected in the same manner, 

n point of healthfulness, neither brass 
nor copper utensils, are to be recommended, 
since they are even more liable than tin to 
combine with acids to form most deleterious 
compounds,

Corn Oaxx.—Dissolve half a cake of com- 
pressed yeast ina cupful of thin, lukewarm 
cream, Add two small cups of flour, and 
beat very thoroughly, Keep in a warm place 
until well risen, Add one cup of lukewarm 
water or milk, and two cups of best yellow 
corn-meal, Turn into a shallow square tin, 
and leayein a warm place until again will 
risen, Bake in a quick oven, A table- 
spoonful of sugar may be added with the 
corn-meal, if desired, 


Conn Purrs.—Bent the yolk ot one eggin a 
cup of rich milk, Then ada one cup gia 
one half cup of fine yellow corn-meal, and 
one fourth cup of sugar, all of which have 
previously been will mixed together. Place 
the batter on ice for anhour, or until very 
cold. Then stir in, lightly, the well-beaten 
white of the egg, and pour quickly into hot 
gem irons, and bake in # quick oven for 
twenty or thirty minutes, 

Conn Powrs No. 2,—One cup cold mashed 
potato and one cup of milk, rubbed together 
through a colander to remove all lumps. 
Add the yolk ofone well-beaten egg, and 
then stir inslowly, beating SOS y, one 
cup of good cornmeal. Lastly, add the 
white of the ag beaten to a stitl froth, and 
bake at once in heated gem irons. 

Raised Conn Breav,—Take two cupfuls 
of hot mush made from white granular corn- 
meal, udd to it two cupfuls of cold water, 
and ono half cake of compressed yeast dis- 
solved in one half cup of warm water. Add 
# tosspoonful of salt and two of sugar, if de- 
sired. Stirin sufficient whole wheat flour 
to moke it stiff cnough to knead. Knead 
thoroughly, cover up warm, and putin a 
warm lace to rise, When light, mold into 
three loaves, put into pans, and allow it to 
risoagain. Bake in a moderate oven three- 
fourths of an hour,

Some Famous Bells. 
BELLS OF MOSCOW 

Moscow is said to have bad at one time 
over one thousanil soven hundred large bells, 
and as many as five thousand of all siz 
In the lvan tower alone there are now th 
ty-four, ono of which, in the first story 
above the chapel, weighs more than sixty 
tons; it awings freely, is easily rang, aud if 
one smites it with the palm of the hand it 
responds in a wonderfully clear and startling 
manner. Two others are of solid silver, 
with very soft, pure tones. 

Most large bells are old bells, Although 
England has so many bells and chimes that 
it has been called * The Ringing Inland,” 
and Beluium’s bells have caused her to be 
named ** the classic land of bells,” yet Rus- 
aia, perhaps, exceeds all utber nations in its 
fondness for bells, having an iinmense oum- 
ber of them, and many very large ones, 
The ' King of Bella,” the largest one in the 
world, is in Moscow, It was cast first in 
1651, and recast in 1734. It remained in 
the pit where it was cast until 1836, when 
Nicholas I. caused it to be raised and placed 
upon a stone pedestol near the tower of 
Ivan in the Kremlin, where it now stands, 
It has been consecrated as a chapel, the 
‘loor being an aperture six feet high by sev 
eo wide at the base, made by the piece, 


weighing eleven tons, which broke and fell 
out during the fire of 1737, when water 
caine in contact with the heated metal. 
This bell ia twenty-one feet high, twenty- 
one feet, six inches in diameter, twenty four 
inches thick, and weighs four hundred and 
thirty two thousand pounds, or something 
over two hundred tons, Some authorities 
sive the weight as four hundred and forty 
four thousand pounds, or 220 tor Tt hus 


has-reliefs of the Emperor and Empress, tho 
Saviour, the Virgin Mary, and the Evange- 
lists. Another bell about half as large re- 
quired twenty four men to ring it, aud this 
was done by pulling the clapper. 

OUR LARGEST BELL. 


Tho largest bell in America is that of 
Notre Dame Cathedral, Montreal, which 
havgsin the south tower, It is six feet 
high, eight feet, seven inches in diameter, 
anil wei:hs twenty four thousand seveu 
hundred wnd elghty pounds It is orna- 
mented with images of the Blessed Virgin 
and St. John the Baptist, together with 
embloms of Agriculture, Commerec and In- 
dustry. It was cast in London, anil bears 
this inscription in Latin; ‘I was cast ia the 
year of the Christian era 147, the two hun- 
dred and second since the foundation of 


Montreal, the first of Pius the Ninth’s pon- 
tificate, and the tenth of the reign of Victor- 
ia, Queen of England. Iam the gift of the 
merchants of ‘ Ville Marie.’” \e the op: 
posite tower hangs a chime of ten bells, the 
smallest weighing eight hundred and ninety. 
seven pounds, the largest six thousand and 
eleven, total twenty-one thousand six hun 
dred and ninety six pounds. 

The largest bell in the United States is 
the alarm bell on City Hall, New York, 
which was cast by Blake of Boston. It is 6 
feet high, 8 feet in diameter, and weighs 
23,000 pounds.—From ‘* Bells,” by EH. 
Goss, iu New England Magazine for January.

Two and one balf teacups (level) of the 
best brown sugar weigh one pound. 

One tablespoon (well heaped) granulated, 
coffee A or best brown sugar equals one 
ounce, 

Miss Parloa says one generous pint of liq- 
uid or one pint of finely chopped meat, 
packed solidly, weighs one pound, which it 
would be couvenient to remember. 

Teaspoons vary in size, and the new ones 
hold about twice as much as an old fashion- 
ed Epon of thirty years ago. A medium 
sized teaspoon holds about a drachm.—Farm 
and Fireside.

Ice Houses for Farmers. 


A correspondent of the Cultivator urges 
farmers to save ice for themselves: 

The lost summer's experience of th » 
companies will serve as a warning to many 
in the country who have all the convenience 
and chances’ for keeping their own. ice 
There is no reason why a swall ice-honse 
should not be attached to every farm house 
of any reasonable size, The need of ice for 
general farm purposes in the summer in so 
great now that one cannot well afford to buy 
all of the ice necessary for use, Toe-houses 
can easily be constructed, and at very little 
cost, and where much ice is consumed for 
dairy purposes the saviug from such a con 
vevience will soon pay for the cost.  Ice- 
houses have been looked upon too much in 
the light of loxuries, but the day is coming 
when they will be considered necessories, 
Tho best plan of constructing ice-houses is 
on the cooperative scheme. Half a dozen 
farmers in one locality should construct one 
ou shares, ant then fill it with ice in the 
same way. The outlay of money and time 
will then be very small and the real cost of 
ice in the summer months practically noth- 
ing. 

An ice-house built on the co operative 
pe would have the advantage of those 
built by single individuals, in being better 
constructed and a better ice preservative 
for a lorge amount of money. Like all otb- 
er co-operative enterprises of this nature, 
the individual would receive larger divi- 
dends for his invested capital than is put in an 
enterprise all by itself. Where ice is a neo 
essary commodity in the summer time it 
would pay a small co operative company of 
farmers to go the extra expense of digging a 
pond for this purpose if no sheet of fresh 
water isin the reality. The outlay here 
will be somewhat heavy at first, but such a 
pond could be mae to pay by utilizing the 
water in the summer time for irrigation pur 
poses and in the winter for gathering ice, 

The ice-bouse should have double walla, 
packed with sawdust, and the outside wall 
should be tight and the building banked so 
that the air cannot have access to the ice 
from below. Good drainage should also be 
had, The final covering should not be put 
on after the honse ia filled until a very cold 
day arrives. The more cold that can be 
shut up in the ice-house the better will the 
ice kcep. The best covering for ice is the 
best non-conductor, and fleecy woollen 
blankets, if not so expensive, would be the 
best covering that could be obtained. Saw-

Guns of Gold and a Carpet of Gems, 


W. S. Caine writes us from India of his 
visit to the Maharajah of Baroda: “We 
were taken to the old palace, in the heart of 
the city, to see the treasure room. ‘Two 
huge cheetahs, carefully muzzled, used for 
hunting bucks, were on the palace steps. 
The regalia of Baroda is valued at £3,000,- 
000 sterling. We were first shown the jew- 
els worn by the Maharajau onstate oc- 
casions. ‘These consist of a gorgeous 
collar of 500 diamonds, some of them as big 
as walnuts, arranged in five rows, surround- 
ed by atop and bottom row of emeralds of 
the “same size; the pendant is a famous 
diamond called * The Star of the Deccan ; an 
aigrette to match is worn in the turban ; 
then followed strings of pearls of perfect 
roundness, graduated from the size of a pea 
to that of a large marble; wondcous rings, 
necklaces, clusters of sapphires and rubies as 
big as grapes. 

“The greatest marvel of all isa carpet, 
about 10x6 feet, made entirely of strings of 
pure and colored pearls, with great centras 
and corner circles of diamonds. This carpet 
took three years to make and cost £300,000. 
This was one of Khande Rao’s mad freaks, 
and was intended to be sent to Mecca to 
please» Mahometan lady who had fascin- 
ated him; but the scandal of such a thing 
being done by a Hindoo prince was too seri- 
ous, and it never left Baroda. 

‘We were also taken to see two guns, 
weighing 280 pounds each, of solid gold, 
with tuo companions of silver, the ammunt- 
tion wagoas, bullock harness and ramrods 
all being silver.

Seed Testing at the Central 
Experimental Farm. 


To the Editor of the News-Argua. 


Dean Str,—The past season has in many 
localities been unfavourable for the perfect 
paras of grain, In some districts frost 
has touched it, in others it has been injured 
by rain during harvest, or from being stack- 
ed before fully dry thus causing it to sprout 
or heat, while in other localities some varie- 
ties have been shrivelled and partly blighted 
by hot drying winds. Under each and all of 
these conditions coreals are apt to lose a por- 
tion of their vitality, or to have it so weak- 
ened a8 to produce, when sown, a puny 
growth Seed grain, to bring the best re- 
sults, should have its germinating power un- 
impaired, so that mead placed in the soil 
the young plants may make a prompt and 
Vigorous start. The character of the orop is 
much influenced by the quality of the seed 
and for this reason it is important that 
farmers should as ain whether the grain 
they are holding for seed possesses the nec 
essary vitality. Provision has beon made by 
the Government whereby this can be done 
without cost to the individual, and any 
farmer in the Domivion who may have any 
varieties which he desires to have tested, 
may obtain the information he seeks by for 
warding to tho Central Experimental Farm, 
at Ottawa, samples of such grain or other 
agricultural seeds, A special testing house 
has been built for this work which affords 
ample capacity, Samples may be sent free 
through the mail, an ounce or two is suffi 
cient for the purposo and about two wooks 
are required to complete « teat. Since No 
vember, when tho season opened for this 
work, the vitality of more than ele hun 
dred samples has been ascertained and it is 
hoped that all those who deeire to avail 
themselves of the provision offered will send 
in their samples carly, so that there may be 
time to complete the work and supply the 
needed information botore seeding bogina.

County Council. 


The County Council met at Belleville on 
Tuesday last, 

Oo motion of Mr, Jas, Haggerty, second. 
ed by Mr, Farley, Mr, Jas. Duncan, reeve 
of Rawdon, wasunanimovsly elected Warden. 

The Warden, after having mado the ne 
cessary declaration, addressed the Cc il 
The following is a synopsis of his remarks ; 

GENTLEMEN, —It is my firat duty to returo 


members of last year's Council whom I see 
in their accustomed places, and at the same 
time I extend a cordial greeting to the new 
members, 

At tho mencement of another year of 
our County's history, it is well for us to re- 
view the proceedings of the past, and con- 
rider whether we can so conduct the busi- 
ness of the year before us as to maintain, 
and if possible increase, the prosperity of 
our constituenta, 

Apart from the ordinary business of the 
year the most important matter to come be 
fore you is the re adjustment of the cost of 
a istration of justice between the city of 
Belleville and the County, but from the 
well-known ability of our Finance Commit 
tee, under whose jurisdiction the matter 
will come, I feel certain that the re adjust 
ment. when completed, will give general 
satisfaction to the County 

We have 365 miles of gravel roads and 
220 County bridges under the able manage 
ment of our Superintendent, Mr. T, Farn- 
ham. Last year we were fortunate in bay- 
ing our roads and bridges come out from the 
winter in a good condition, so that no extra 
expenditure was required, and if nothing 
unusual occura in the spring, we will not 
require more than the ordinary outlay to 
keep them in their present efficient state. 
With our roads and bridges in gogd condi- 
tion, and with the prospect of a favorable 
season, I trust we may be able to effect a 
considerable saving in the expenditure of the 
year without imp g any of the branches 
of our county business 

Our gaol, and court house, and in fact all 
our County buildings, are a credit to the 
county and are iu an efficient state of repuir. 
The Gaoler and Torakey have proved them- 
selves good officers. 

The financial condition of the County is 
highly satisfactory. The debenture debt 
amounts to $106,619.38, the last of which is 
due in 1901. The sinking fund amounts to 
$76,013 39, leaving a balance to be provided 
for of $30,605.38. This is a state of things 
which ought to be satisfactory tu the County 
at large. 

The books and accounts of the County 
have been kept with neatness and accuracy 
by our worthy Treasurer, Mr. T. Wills, who 
has always been ready to give members all 
information and assistance they may require. 

T have also much pleasure in congratulat 
ing our venerable Clerk, Dr. James T. Bell, 
on being able, at his time of life, to perform 
the duties of his office with so much credit 
to himself and to the County.

The British advanced a few rods; then halt- 
ed and stood still. When the French were 
within forty paces, the word of command 
rang out, and a crash of musketry answered 
all aloug the line, The volley was delivered 
with remarkable precision, In the battal 
ions of the centre, which had suffered Icast 
from the enemy's bullets, the simultaneous 
explosion was afterwards said by the French 
officers to have sounded like a cannon shot 
Ano'her volley followed, and then a furious 
clattering fire, that lasted but a miuute or 
two. When the smoke rose, a miserable 
sight was revealed: the ground cambered 
with dead and wounded, the advancing 
masses stopped short and turned into a fran- 
tic mob, shouting, cursing, gesticulating. 
The order was given to charge. Then 
over the field rose the British cheer, joined 
with the fierce yell of the HighIaud slogan. 
Some of the corps pushed forward with the 
bayonet; some advanced firing, The clans- 
men drew their broadswords and dashed on, 
keen and swift as bloochounds. At the 
English right, though the attacking column 
was broken to pieces. a fire was still kept 
; chiefly, it seems, by sharpshooters from 
yushes and cornfields, where they had 
lain for an hour or more. Here Wolfe him- 
self led the charge, at the head of the Louis- 
burg grenadiers. A shot shattered his 
wrist, He wrapped his handkerchief about 
it, aid kept on, Another shot struck him, 
and he still advanced, when a third lodged 
in his breast. He staggered, and sat on the 
Browd: Lieutenant Brown, of the grena- 
iers, one Henderson, a volunteer in the 
fame company, and a private soldier, aided 
by an officer of artillery who ran to join 
them, carried him in their arms to the rear. 
He begged them to lay him down, They 
did s0, and asked if he would have a sur 
geon. ‘There's no need,” he answered; 
“it's all over with me.” A moment after, 
one of them cried out, “They run! See 
how they ron!” ‘ Who run?” Wolfe de- 
manded, like a man roused from sleep.

Loss by Late Sowing. 


Professor Saunders, director of experimen- 
tal farms, believes in early seeding. He es- 
timates that a delay of one week in sowing 
spring wheat involves a possible loss to the 
farmers of Ontario of $473,879 a year, and a 
delay of two weeks a shrinkage of $744,669 
in the value of one year’s crop. In the case 
of oats a two weeks’ delay means a possible 
loss of $752,946 on the total yearly crop of 
the province. But the shrivkage in the bar- 
ley crop by late sowing is even greater, be 
ing placed at $2,500,000 by a week's delay, 
and $3,750,000 by a delay of two weeks, 

These estimates are the outcome of a ser- 
ies of carefully conducted tests made at the 
Central Experimental Farm, the results of 
which have just been published in the form 
of a bulletin by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Tests were made with three varieties 
of two-rowed barley, two kinds of oats and 
two of spring wheat.

I would say, further, that it is the duty 
ef every Christian who has time to do some 
Christian work.

Soldier Dogs. 


It is now about three years since the G 
mans began to train dogs for outpost se 
in time of war, the first experiments being 
made at Lubben, in Prussia, and Elsass. 
The dogs are all of the same breed, a breed 
not thought of very highly amongst us. 
They are Pomeranians or Spitzes, mostly 
white in color, but occasionally grey, the 
grey ones being chosen when possible, owing 
to their not being so conspicuous. Our 
Spitz dogs are always faithful so long as 
they are left at liberty, but once they are 
chained but little dependence is to be plac- 
ed upon them, and the same peculiarity dis- 
tinguishes the breed in_ its native country.
